‘The West End street Railroad, Boston, 
has increased the wages of motor men and 
conductors on the electric cars from $2 to 
$2.25 a day. 

(. UH. Willis, Treasurer of the Stockbridge

amount running from $22,000 to $25,000. 
Mr. Willis has been ‘'reasurer of the bank 
for several years. 

About midnight, Friday, fire was dis- 
covered in the Fifth Avenue Theatre, New 
York, and in a short time the interior was 
in fumes. Fanny Davenport’s scenery 
and costumes were all destroyed, and her 
loss is said to be $50,000, while the loss to 
the theatre is $125,000. Several buildings 
caught from this, among them being the 
Sturtevant House and Herrman’s Theatre. 

Harry B. Learned, aged 17, and Miss 
Mabel Hinckley, aged 16, were instantly 


killed between Northampton and Amherst, 
Mass., Saturday evening, being struck by a 
train on the Massachusetts Central. They 


were driving, and attempted to cross the 
track in front of an approaching train. 
Miss Lulu Adams, another member of the 
party, was severely injured. 

Goy. Watermau of California has sur- 
passed all previous Governors in pardoning 
criminals, In the last 46 days of his term 
he has pardoned 62 convicts, among them 
murderer Calton, who received a life term 
for killing a husband to secure his wife. 
The woman aided Kim in the crime. He 
also pardoned a panel thief named Nellie 


Woods and a Chinese highbinder who | Brook 


murdered a fellow countryman. 

Col. W. H. Paine of New York, who was 
prominently connected with the construc- 
tion of the Brooklyn Bridge and the Hudson 
River tunnel, died suddenly Wednesday 
morning of heart failure. He was born in 
New Hampshire and was about 54 years 
old. He was connected directly with the 
laying of every principal grip cable in the 
United States, and was the first engineer 
who made a chain survey across the 
continent to the Pacific ocean.

News from the Bad 
Lands brings accounts of fighting of our 
troops with the Indians. At the fight at the 
Catholic Mission, on Clay Creek, seven men 
of the 7th Cavalry were killed, and man 
wounded. Two Strikes, Little W 
Short Bull and the other chiefs ran away 


ing of the Wounded Knee fight, * taking 
ith them hundreds of warriors. They also 
compelled the old chief, Red Cloud, to ac- 
company them under threat of death. Gen. 
Miles raphed General Schofield, Wed- 
nesday morning, that the government 
losses in the Wounded Knee Creek affair 
were Captain Wallace and 25 men killed. 
Lieutenant Garlington and 34 men wound- 
ed. Governor Thayer of Nebraska re- 
ceived a dispatch from Sheriff Dahiman of 
ron, Wednesday, asking him to order 
out the militia and send guns, as the In- 
dians have been fighting near them for two 
days.

particulars of the fight at Big Foot’s 
camp are coming in. Big Foot, who was 
sick from congestion of the lungs, had sur- 
rendered his band, which consisted of 160 
able-bodied warriors and 230 old men, 
women and children, and it was thought 
that with these hostiles out of the way the 
last disturbing element among the Sioux 
would be removed. When the Indians fired 
that first terrible vclley, the muzzles of 
some of the guns were pressed st the 
bodies of the cavalry men so close were 
they to the redskins. There was a clicking 
of shell ejectors, and then again and again 
a sheet of flame sprang from the rifles of 
the redskins. The destruction was awful. 
Some of the troopers were at the tepees, 
while others filled the space between the 
actual combatants and the rest of the sol- 
diers who were hastily preparing to come 
to the relief of their comrades. 

Troops K and A wavered before the ter- 
rible onslaught, and then fell back in dis- 
order. Contrary to all previous known 
methods of Indian warfare, the handful of 
redskins fought with fiendish audacity. 
They were 160 against 500 of the best fight- 
ers of the <<, who were backed up by 
improved machine guns and commanded 
by veteran officers. 

They must have known that they were to 
die there and then, but it seemed to be the 
purpose of each one to perish fighting. 
‘There was no running on their part after 
the first volley had been fired. With the 
awful war-cry.of their tribes, the savages 
pressed forward against the remnants of 
the two shattered troops. Not a commis- 
sioned officer was left in K troop. Capt. 
Wallace lay dead in the flaps of a tepee, 
where he had fallen with a rifle bullet in 
his brain, and his skull beaten in witha 
stone war club, and scattered all about him 
were his mer, many of them dead, and 
others groaning wi 
wounds gave them. 

The recoil came as sudden as did the 
treacherous onslaught. When the first 
volley was fired, Captain Taylor, com- 
manding the scouts, ordered his Indians to 
throw themselves upon the ground so that 
they would not be mistaken by the troops 
for hostiles. Taylor’s forced poured a 
deadly fire into the hostiles. His men re- 
mained loyal and brave. Within five min- 
utes after the first shot was fired, the whole 
regiment was in action. The troops 
charged upon the savages in the depression 
in the ground where Big Foot’s village had 
been pitched, and then ensued a hand-to- 
hand encounter. ‘The Indian was a demon 
in his delirium to kill and die. The sol- 
dier fought regardless of the sex or age of 
his foe. 

Through the smoke which hung over the 
tepees and filled the draw, the 7th plunged 
upon the howling and paint-bedaubed sav- 
ages, who fought with rifles, pistols, blud- 
geons and knives. ‘The ground was strewn 
with the dead and wounded. 

Within half an hour two-thirds of the 
hostile force lay upon the ground. Among 
the warriors who had died in all kinds of 
contortions was the body of big Foot, his 
grim, merciless looking face besmeared 
with blood, and his hands clutching a dirty 
blanket, which partly concealed the bullet 
wounds in his breast. During the hand-to- 
hand conflict he had been recognized by 
the soldiers and killed as mercilessly as 
though he had been a wild animal. The 
remnant of the band, appalled at the 
slaughter, fled through the ravines to the 
Small Hills. Only a few of the Indians 
escaped alive. Specials from Pine Ridge 
confirm the report of an engagement be- 
tween Gen. Carr’s command and the In- 
dians on White River. It is believed that 
no one was killed, but several Indians were 
wounded. An Indian courier brings a mes- 
sage from the hostile camp, the substance 
of which is a demand that all the soldiers 
be withdrawn from the locality, and, 
further, that the Indians will treat with no 
one for peace, but the President of the 
United States or the Commissioner of In- 
dian Affairs. This message came direct 
from Red Cloud, hitherto supposed to be 
friendly. Roving bands continue to scout 
the country in the vicinity of Pine Ridge. 
A man named Miller, formerly a goverp- 
ment herder, was found five miles from 


The [ndian training school at Pine Ridge 
was burned Saturday night. No loss of 
life resulted. 

There was a battle on Monday, although 
there was a sensational report that General 
Miles had been killed. The Indians seem 
to be massing in several localities, and 
further engagements are looked for. 
People are fleeing from places where fight- 
ing is expected.

THE TRADE BY MAINE CATTLEMEN. 

The lateness of the Eastern train did not 
give us much time to linger at the yards 
We found Maine fairly represented. I. C. 
Libby had on sale 9 beef cattle estimated 
to dress from 800 to 1200 lbs. and sold at 
6@7c per lb., dressed weight. Some were 
the fancy kind, well calculated to please 
the butchers, who went for them as soon as 
arded. S.H. Wardwell’s car load were 
mostly milch cows of fair to good quality 
with 2 pairof oxen, rather course. Mr. 
Libby sold his 22 veal caives of 140 Ibs. at 
6c. H.J. Libby sold 12 veals of 138 Ibs. at 
6c. Perkins & Littletield had bid for 2 
oxen of 3700 ibs., 444¢ live weight, and 
refused. D. Libby was offering 8 oxen, 
average 1500 ibs. at 4¥44c, was bid 4c and 
refused. He probably compromised with 
the butcher and sold at the difference be- 
tween the two rates. 

REMARKS. 

Not an extensive sale of horses noticed 
at the sale stables of the city during the 
past week. Horse dealers are settling up 
accounts of the old year, and getting at 
rights to start in on another new year’s 
deal. Some have made extensive repairs at 
their stabics, and are laying their sales for 
a big business in 1891. During the past 
twelve months Boston dealers have sold 
36,773 head of horses, fresh from New 
England and the West. Maine hes put ip 
her share. In 1889 animals were 29,426 
head, exhibiting an increase of animals 
better than 7000 head, the past season; and 
this increase, notwithstanding the few 
horses sold to street railroad companies. 
‘The large arrivals have prices within bounds 
of the purchasers, and speculators have 
stepped in and bought freely. Boston is 
getting to be quite a horse centre, now 
that we are shut off from Canada. By our 
annual report we find that veal calves have 
been marketed freely, and over 16,000 head 
more than in 1889, and a continual increase 
from these figures may be expected in 1891, 
if farmers look to the profit. A fair out- 
look is in store for stock raisers, if they 
can Only raise more hogs, more calves and 
more sheep, and good fleshy cattle will 
not find a poor market. 

SALES AT BRIGHTON YARDS. 

But few of the cattle offered were of the 
beef order. ‘The bulk of such were dis- 
posed of at the Watertown Yards. The 
trade in milch cows, where the quality was 
more than common had a fair sale at prices 
previously noticed, values as a rule do not 
advance, when beef cattle are higher. A 
few pair of working oxen offered and found 
sale. A pair by J. D. Hosmer of Waltham, 
Mass., was sold, girthing 6 ft., 10 in.; live 
weight, 2900 lbs. at $75; one pair girthing 
6 {t., 8 in.; live weight, 2600 lbs. at $80. I. 
C. Libby & Son sold one extra milker at 
$10; 3 common cows, the lot for $100; 
3 good cows, the lot $140. W. Scol- 
lans sold milch cows at $50 each for 2; 
some for $40 and $15; 4 at $38 per head; 
one at $35. J. 5. Henry sold 3 choice 
milkers at $50 each; 2 extra milkers at 
$48; 3 do. at $40; one at $42 and 4 at $33 
and $35. W. Heffron sold 3 springers and 
one new milch cow at $38 per head. Glines 
& Weston sold two oxen, the live weight, 
2710 lbs. at 234¢ live weight; 4 oxen, live 
weight 2800 and 3000 lbs. a pair at 3c a lb., 
live weight. E.N. Smith & Son had on 
sale 20 cows of various prices, according 
to quality.

Rye flour is quiet at $5 per 
bbl. Oat meal is in fairdemand; sales of

per bbl. ‘here is a firm market for corn 
meal. Sales of bag meal at $1 25@1 26, 
and barrel meal sells at $2 70@ 2 75 for 
choice kiln-dried. 

Grain. There was a good demand for 
grain to-day, and prices were generally 
firm.

Potatoes have been on a fairly steady 
basis.
